Applicants respectfully submit that the excess page fee indicated in the Notification of Missing 
Requirements under 35 U.S.C. 371 mailed April 5, 2007, is incorrect. The specification and drawings as 
electronically filed on August 7, 2006 totaled 168 pages. The Notification indicates that $500 in excess 
page fees were required, which implies that the PTO's calculation was based on the 168 pages submitted. 
Applicants note, however, that the present application was filed electronically, entitling it to reduced fees. 
The application size fee for electronically filed applications is calculated at a rate of 75% instead of 
100%.
